A drive which clears the 
pavilion railings is well worth secing, 
and one that Innds in the balconies or 
rebounds from the upper masonry 
looks gigantic. To carry, or even to 
strike, the topmost ridge of the roof 
appears a feat vast enough to stage 


las na hit of this height and dis- 
tance, apart from Trott’s effort, ever 
been made by a man with a cricket 
bat? ‘The pavilion rails are about 90 
yards'*from the further crease, and 
the ridge of the root some 20 addi- 
tional yards away, while the height 
of the ridge’ it 1s 75 feet, Calcu- 
Jations show thnt, assuming 10 fect 
as the highest point of the ball’s' tra- 
Jectory, the distance from hit to pitch 
of a ball that Just dropped clear of 
the roof would be between 160 and 
160 yards. Such a carry, long as it 
Is, would still be short of the record. 

The lqangest measured hit of a cric- 
ket boll ts 175 yards, This was a 
drive) made at Oxford in 1856 by 
Walter Fellows while practising. 
Fellows was an Old Westminster boy, 
who was in the University eleven in 
the four seasons from 1854 to 1857. 
He did useful service against Cam- 
bridge, und in “Scores and Blo~ 
praphles” Is‘ described as “a hard, 
slashing, hitter,” which he certainly
